1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach a method for converting burst signal referencing to at least a 
first and a second clocks signals that comprises, inter alia, a plurality of phase signal 
generators that are driven by a first clock signal, a plurality of signal fetching units that 
are coupled to receive as inputs the burst signal and the outputs of the phase signal 
generators, a plurality of converters that correspond in number to the plurality of 
fetching units that are connected to receive the second clock signal and the output of 
the fetching units; the outputs of the converters are synthesized into a signal based on 
the second clock signal.
